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. . . The Great Teacher once related the 
story of the wayfarer, who, set upon by 
thieves, besought the help of passers by. 
In the end the Samaritan, a supposed 
enemy, not only rendered immediate 
help, but gave of his time and sustenance 
to re-establish the wayfarer in health 
and circumstance. 

... In modern city life we have become 
accustomed to look on public welfare 









as an ever-present necessity which we term 
“charity.” The original sentiment that 
surrounded the word charity has been 
somewhat lost in the present heartless, 
organized efforts of the modern city. 

... It is refreshing, therefore, to see 
that in Winnipeg public spirited citizens 
have not lost sight of the Great Teacher’s 
original meaning of charity. True, more 
could be done, perhaps, than is presently 
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being accomplished, yet much praise is 
due those who, year in and year out, 
have done great things for the health of 
the citizens, the care of the needy, and 
the protection of the less fortunate. 

... In the early days of the city, men 
of vision planned the city’s parks and 
playgrounds. The result, today, is that 
Winnipeg has many delightful parks, 
where in the summer months recreation 











and rest can be freely enjoyed amid the 
beauties of nature. In all, Winnipeg’s 
parks comprise one thousand and twenty 
acres of land. Add to this the school- 
grounds, where during the summer season 
organized play for children is under the 
direction of the Playgrounds' Commission. 
Add, then, the two municipal public and 
nineteen private golf courses. Realize 
that in the winter the city establishes 








free skating rinks for the children on 
vacant lots throughout the community. 
View all this and you glimpse the 
thoughts of those who planned a city, 
that desired its citizens to play in the 
great outdoors in safety, and with the 
intention of developing a stronger, 
healthier people. 

. . . The climatic conditions here are most 
healthful, and yet, as in any other 







community the size of Winnipeg, sickness 
and misfortune have visited manj-. To 
help these, one institution after another 
has been founded and supported by 
private subscription. In 1922 a great 
many such organizations were grouped 
together under the Federated Budget. 
In the few years it has been in operation, 
the Federated Budget has been respon¬ 
sible for organizing and collecting close 







to three million dollars, and making a 
reasonable and business-like use of the 
monies. The institutions that so benefit 
are without thought as to creed or 
character, except that they have been 
first approved as essential and beneficial 
to the weal of the community. 

. . . Besides these institutions, other 
organizations, such as the Y.M.C.A., 
Y.W.C.A., Salvation Army, Special 




Hospitals, Fresh Air Camps and Service 
Clubs, are rendering a very helpful 
assistance to those in need. 

... A few years ago one of Winnipeg’s 
public spirited citizens started the Win¬ 
nipeg Foundation. This is in the nature 
of an endowment fund, the proceeds of 
which alone are to be used to help the 
less fortunate. This fund has already 
grown to a sizeable amount, and, as the 






years pass, will naturally be increased 
by further donations and bequests. 

... In short, though Winnipeg is a 
flourishing community that in a brief 
period of time has grown to a city of 
prominence, the lessons of the Teacher 
of old have not been forgotten. Surely 
the spirit of kindliness and brotherly love 
that here exists must mean mlich to the 
city of tomorrow. You will find Winnipeg
